Ad Þereas in Dur Paſſages though divers parts of Dur Realm, Neceſſity requireth 

that a great number of Dur Subjects, not only Noblemen and others attending Dur 

Service, but others fo2 their neceſſary occaſions, ſhall frequent thoſe places where in 
Dur Nopal Perſon we ſhall reſo2t; and it is requiſite that competent P2oviſien be made, 

that they be not expoſed to the intolerable avarice of Bakers, B2ewers, Inholders, 

0 GFButchers, and Sellers of Uictual, who, not contented with reaſonable pzofit in Gt- 

FF tering aud Selling of Uictual within Dur Dominions, and ſpecially within the 

Uerge of Dur Houtſhold, will (as Cle have cauſe to doubt) unlavofully exact and 

| demand unreaſonable and extream P2izes fo2 Uictuals, Hozſe-meat, Lodging, and 

other Netellaries, above the pꝛizes they were ſoldat befoze Dur coming to thoſe parts: Therefoze to

pꝛevent the extream exaction by the fozeſaid Uictuallers, and others, towards Dur Servants, Train, and 


Suiters attending Dur Court, whereſoever We make Our abode, nothing reſpecting Dur Pꝛeroga⸗ 
tive, no2 theLawsof Dur Realm; Dur Will and Pleaſure is, and by the Advice of the Lozds and 
others of Dur Pzivy Council,” We do hereby ſtraitly Charge and Command, That all perſons do obey and 
keep all ſuch P2izes as is and ſhall be Pꝛized, Alleſſed and Rated by the Clerk of the Parket of Dur 
Houſhold 02 his lawful Deputy, upon the pꝛeſentment of Juroꝛs, by vertue of his Office, (woꝛn and 
charged from time to time, as well within Liberties as without, within the Merge of Dur Houſhold: 
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WhichRates and Pꝛizes We will, not only ſhall be certified by Our ſaid Clerk of the Market, oz his De- 
puty, into Dur Compting⸗houſe, but alſo fixed and ſet upon the Gates of Dur Court, and other places 
within the Uerge, as well within Liberties as: without; and that no manner of perſon oꝛ perſons, of. 
what eſtate oz degree ſoever heo2 they be, do in any wiſe ask, demand, take, receive, oꝛ pay moꝛe fo2 Cozn, 
Uictuals, Hozſe-meat, Lodging, o2 any other ſuchthing, then after the rate and fozm afozeſaid, upon pain 


of Impꝛiſonment, Fine, and fuch further puniſhment that ſhall thereof follow. And mozeover We do 


ſtraitly charge andcommand, That no manner of perſon o2perfons, now uſing, oz which attuſtomably 
have uſed oꝛ ſhall uſe, oꝛ of right ought touſe, to ſerve any City, Bozough, Tovon, o2 other place where 
Dur Repoſe oꝛ Reſidence ſhall be,o2 elſewhere within the Uerge of Dur Youſhold.either within Liberties 
oꝛ without, with any kind of Cozn oꝛ Uictuals, oꝛ other neceſſaries, either upon the Parket-day, oꝛ at any 
other time. ſhall be any thing the moꝛe remiſs oz flat in bꝛinging oꝛ ſelling their P2obiſion, then they oꝛ any 
of them heretoloꝛe have been; noꝛ ſhall uſe any colour of Craft, either in hiding oꝛ laying aſide their Cozn, 
Gictuals, Hozſe-meat, Lodgings, oꝛ any other ſuch neteſlaries whereby the P2oviſionot the Market may 
be diminiſhed, o2 We and Dur Servants, and other Subjects ſhould not be as well ſerved, and asplen- 
teouſiy furniſhed in every behalf, as it was befoze, o2 of right ought to have been, in defraud of this Dur D2- 
dinante. And kurthermoze We ſtraitly charge andtommand all Dur Dfficers of Dur Gzeen-Cloth, Dur 
Juſtites of Peace, Dur Clerk of the Parket, his Deputy oꝛ Deputies, Mapoꝛs, Bailiffs, Sheriffs, Con- 
ſtables, and all other Dur Dfficers of Cities, Bozouhgs, Tovons, Hund!eds; and other places within the 


Uerge of Dur Houſhold, whereſoever the ſame ſhall be, ag well within Liberties as without, and every 
ok theng from time to time, when and as often as need ſhall require, to make diligent inquiry of ' Cozn, 
SGꝛain, and other Uictual that ſhall be hidden o2 withdzavon from the Markets, with purpoſe to increaſe 


the P213es, and to cauſe the ſame to be put to ſale by the Owners thereof: and upon complaint by any par- 
ty juſtly made. every of them within their Authozities, foꝛthwith ſhall endeavour themſelves to ſee juſt pu- 
niſhment, and due refoꝛmation of the pꝛemilles, againſt ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons as ſhall offend herein, at⸗ 
toꝛding to Juſtite. | |
